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GENERAL  SYNOPSIS  OF  TEMPERATURE  AND  PRECIPITATION. 

The  following  table  is  intended  to  show  the  average  values  of  temperature  and  precipitation 
for  each  province  for  the  month  under  review.  District  and  Provincial  means  would,  under  ideal 
conditions,  be  derived  from  stations  situated  in  equi-areal  squares.  But  since  in  reality  they  are  so 
situate  as  to  appear,  rather,  constellation-wise  upon  the  map,  anomalous  values  arising  from  local 
topographical  peculiarities  may  have  received  more  than  their  just  weight  in  the  computation  of  the 
following  averages. 

Where  no  difference  From  normal  is  assigned,  observations  over  a  period  long  enough  for  refer- 
ence are  not  available.
